Mrs. Emma Heard, age 31, of Vien- 
ma, wife of J. P Heard, Jr., son of the 
late Senator Heard, and her son, Lin- 
don Heard, age 10 years, were struck 
and instantly killed by a train Tuesdays 
afternoon about 2 o'clock, while cross- 
ing the Southern railway 
mile north of McDonough, Ga.

Mr. Heard Driving Car. 

Mr. Heard, who was driving (he car, 
which was a two-passenger rondster, 
was seated on the opposite side of the | 
ear from the approaching train, and} 
was driving down the hill leading to 
the tracks at a speed of twenty-five 
miles an hour.

life today. As simply a personal 
representative of President Wilson 
this man continued, Mr. Lind might 
come to Mexico, but if he attempted 
to Interfere with the politics of 
the country, he muet be ignored.

A PLAGUE OF LEGISLATION. 

The United States is the most legisla- 
tion-racked country in civilization. It is 
just as well not to forget that fact in all 
the analysis of the industrial and commer 
cial unrest visible generally or in isolated 
instances. It {s impossible that business 
and progress and prosperity should proceed 
otherwise than by fits and starts, when It 
is incessantly and at every turn confronted 
by uncertainty as to what it may expect 
from politics, and ignorant exponents of 
politics in some instances. 

For instance, congress has been almost 
continuously in session gince the extra ses- 
sion called by President Taft as his first 
official act. Our tariff laws, touching the 
fundamentals of every business and reach- 
ing {nto every home, have been tinkered 
with and hardly given a chance to become 
law before agitation for their appeal {s 
begun. Other legislation, pending and con- 
templated, by congress is not calculated to 
put the country into a more tranquil frame 
of mind. 

On top of the activities of congress are 
those of the legislatures !n forty-eight 
states. There are as many brands of leg- 
islation, of course, as there are legislatures. 
Despice all the supreme court and the 
interstate commerce commission can do, it 
impossible to prevent state legislation 
from occasionally overlapping federal juris- 


is 


diction, and vice versa. 

In other words, the nation has almost 
constantly at work forty-nine law factories, 
grinding ont statutes on every conceivable 
subject, some pertinent, some trivial, some 
dangerous, some sane and some impudent. 
In no other country on the globe is such 
a condition duplicated. We doubt if any 
other peoples would endure the strain to 
which their institutions are thus put. 

James J. Hill, the empire-builder of the 
northwest, spoke a parable when he said 
that congress might well adjourn for ten 
years and advance the welfare of the coun- 
try. At least, public opinion can profitably 
exert itself to the end that we have fewer 
laws and better laws. As It ig at present, 
the country is buried under an avalanche 
of enactments, with huge annual additions 
being made to them.

There has been much serious controversy 
for several years as to the origin of the 
Latin phrase “E Pluribus Unum” used as the 
motto of the United States. This seems 
Mke a trivial thing over which to find much 
in the way of discussion, but when ‘t stands 
for, as it now does, the sign on the seal of 
the greatest country on the globe, naturally 
every true American would like to know 
exactly how it came to be chosen. This seems 
to be very much in doubt. 

After the Declaration of Independence had 
been announced by the States in July, 1776, 
the next most important step this body of 
representatives felt they must take was the 
adoption of a seal to represent these United 
States. It was thereupon resolved that Dr. 
Benjamin Franklin, John Adams and Thomas 
Jefferson be a committee to prepare a device 
for such a seal. The six sections, or quar- 
terings, upon the escutcheon or shield were 
intended to denote the countries England, 
Scotland, Ireland, France, Germany and Hol- 
land, from which the States so united had 
been, respectively, chiefly peopled. The 
motto "E Pluribus Unum,” adopted on this 
seal, and retained ever since, was intended 
to denote the character of the federal gov- 
ernment in its formation. 

Where did the revolutionary patriots, who 
had this motto inscribed upon the great 
seal, find the perfectly fitting phrase? More 
than thirty years ago James A. Garfield, then 
a member of congress; Senator Hoar and 
Librarian of Congress A. R. Spofford, consti- 
tuted themselves a self-appointed committee 
The ransacking of 


to solve the mystery. 
these authorities resulted in a fruitless 
search. They could find nothing plaualble 


except that on the title page of the "Gentle- 
man’s Magazine” from 1731 to 1901, a London 
periodical, this exact Latin phrase had al- 
ways been printed as its motto. 

Of course, there they discovered printed 
this precise phrase. and this magazine was 
regularly appearing during the sixteen years 
the device of the seal of the United States 
was under incubation. But this was not a 
classical origin, and Mr. Garfield was not 
satisfied. It only removed the question 
farther back—where did the English editor 
find his magazine motto? 

Apparently until 1393, when the govern- 
ment made its exhibition at the World's falr, 


our familiar friend, the “consensus of opln- 
ion.” rested content with ascribing the origin 
to the Engiish magasine. A facsimile of 
the national seal was shown at the fair and 
an official of the state department prepared 
@ valuable monogram upon the adoption of 
its design in 1782. 

The history of the seal 18 now quite well 


authenticated in all its details, Dut these 
annals also lamentably fail to disclose 
whence came the motto. However, & new 


quest began and now it is possible to find 
in a few reference books the claim that 
“E Pluribus Unum” ts to be found tn a poem 
by Virgil called “Morotum.” The original 
quotation tn Latin reads: 
“It manus

couplet will note that the phrase Is “E pluri- 
bus unus” and not “unum It will not be 


too classical to explain that Virgil had to 
write “unus”

| Sir Edward Grey Explains Fail- 
ure to Take Part in Panama 
Exposition. 


London, August 5.—The question of 

British participation in the Panama- 
Pacific exposition was debated in the 
house of commons this afternoon. [t 
was suggested that private enterprise 
might suppry the Impetus necessary 
for Brttish representation, which tb? 
government declined to furnish. 
r Edward Grey, secretary of the 
state for foreign affairs, explaining 
the official attitude of the British 
maintained that the de- 
cision of the cabinet not to partici- 
pate was entirely due to commercial 
considerations. 


Sir Edward Grey sald: 

“The British government came to the 
conclusion that under present eircum- 
stances !t would not be justified in 
asking the country to incur the heavy 
expenditure required for participation 
in the exhibition. This expenditure 
Was estimated at more than $1,250,000 
and such a sum would be quite out of 
proportion with any commercial ad- 
vantages likely to result from it. 

“Inquiries into the commercial cen- 
ters of the United Kingdom had not 


shown that there was any active de- 
sire to participate. 
“The conditions for participating 


lald down by the exhidition authori- 
ties prescribe that exhibits shall be 
distributed among a@ series of interna- 


tlonal pavillons, thereby rendering It 
imposs! to secure an effective na- 
tional d lay. 


“The question was considered and 
@ealt with on these grounds without

“The British government has done 
nothing to discourage participation in 
the exhibition by the self-governing 
British dominions.”

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WHEAT DEGLNED 
~ ON IG ESTIMATES 


Expected That This Year’s 
Crop Will Be Largest on 
Record—Corn Closed at 
Decline—Oats Also Lower. 


Chicago, August 5.—Wheat made a 
downward plunge today, influenced in 
part by an estimate that this year’s 
crop in the United States |s the largest 
on record, The market closed steady 
but %@le to 1%@1%c under last 
night. Corn flhished % to %@%o off; 
oats down %@% to % and provisions 
5 to 15 up. 

According to a leading authority, 
‘the wheat yleld for this season will 
reach a total of 37,000,000 bushels in 
excess of that of the previous twelve 
months. The new record was figured 
to be 526.000.0900 bushels winter wheat 
and 271,000,000 bushels spring. It was 
after this estimate had been made pubd- 
lic that the market, which had been 
{under heavy selling pressure through- 
out, reached the low point of the day 
and seemed unable to rally except a 
little. Earlier elements of weakness 
lay in the end of bull enthusiasm re- 
garding corn and 1n the total lack uf 
export call, notwithstanding that ship- 


pers here were making ans-Atlantic 
offers at the lowest relative price on 
the orop Prima receipts of wheat 
were 1,781,000 bushels; @ year ago 
522,000 bushels. Seaboard clearances 
of wheat and flour equaled 666,000 
bushels. 


Although the shortage of corn and 
oats this year was declared to be a 
billion bushels, compared with a year 
age, both cereals showed heaviness all 
day, bareing a splurge at the outset 
Taking the session as a whole, the 
volume of corn trade was by no means 
so large as heretofore of late, non- 
(Professional buying especially seem- 
ing to have been exhausted. Resting 
orders to sell at an advance were much 
In evidence. Predictions of scattered 
owers disccuraged the bulls and so 
also did later reports of some rain at 
various points. 
| The oats crowd did not take offer- 
ings at all well after market had be- 
{gun to subside with corn. Cash oats 
| were off 1 cent to 3 cents from yes- 
terday and hard to sell at that.

This meeting. like similar meetings 
held tn Pensacola and New Orleans on 
the same day, was preliminary to 8 
general meeting that will take pl 
in Jacksonville Friday. The purposs 
of the Jacksonville meeting is to inter- 
est the naval stores operators through 
the pine belt in the scheme and to 
pledge them to stop work about the 
middle of this month. That some 
drastic steps are necessary to protect 
the industry was agreed by all who at- 
tended the conference here. 

Mr. Shingler said he hoped all of 
the onerators would be willing to join 
in the curtailment agreement. He said 
the success of the plan depends largely 
upon unanimity of action. In certain 
localities conditions are such that the 
producers may have to be governed 
by them which would make it imprac- 
ticable to enter to agreement. 

“We realize that while the factors 
favor this plan, they do not wish to 
force the operators to do anythin= 
that may be against our wishes,” sald 
Mr. Shingler. “If the other producers 
fel about this as I do, no forcing will 
|de necessary, as I realize that the time 
has come for us to take drastic meas- 
ures tO Save Ourselves. We are drift- 


ing we know not where, and must not 
delay longer in getting the right
